She was a pretty young widow who 
lived in Philadelphia, who was making 
_ -r living by working -in an upholstery 
shop. One.day she was visited by three 
famous men who had heen appointed 
by the Continental Congress to design 
a flag. They had decided on the thir- 
teen stripes which we see today, and 
thirteen white stars in a circle on a 
blue -background. The first flag was 
made according to their ideas, except 
that the stars were made 
with five 


points instead of six as at first plan- 
ned. T/hen Betsy Ross had finished her 
task, and the first Old Glory was taken 
before the Congress, they decided, to 
adopt it. The resolution was passed on 
June 14, 1777. So June fourteenth has 
been celebrated ever since a.s Flag Day. 


The flag was first unfurled over a 


warship, in June, 1777. This was the 
flag supposed to have been made by 
the young ladies of Portsmouth, from 
their own .and their mother's gowns. 
The ship was the "Ranger" launched 
at Badger's Island and commanded by 
John Paul Jones. 
At 
the 
-battle of 


Branuywine the flag made its first ap- 
pearance on the battle field. 


Because our flag's early -history was 


closely connected with war we must 
not forget the part -that it has played j 
in times of peace. The Clermont—the 
first vessel propelled by steam, flew 
the natic*j.l emblem, as did also the 
first plane to make a successful flight, 
and the first plane to make a success- 
ful transatl-jJJtic flight.

Not a Strike—Just a Holiday

union members in good standing de- 
cided to declare a holiday, so the mine 
aad to. shut down. 


Anthracite miners have a good deal 


if pride in the strength of their or- 
ganization and when you consider 
President 
Harding's declaration to 


Congress, that the country is at the 
mercy of the'United Mine Workers, 
you can't altogether blame them for 
«his feeling. They attempt to add_to 
their power by. refusing to recognize 
other craftsmen employed about the 
mines. Recently an advertisement ap- 
peared in one of the newspapers of 
the anthracite 
rcfj'oa 
warning _all 


carpenters and other ci-sf^wen to join 
the United Mine Workers, "for we .do 
not recognize their bcttou any longer". 


This was only ona of numerous at- 


tempts, backed by strikes, to force all 
workers in the anthracite mines, re 
gordless of their craft affiliations, to 
become members of the miners' union 
One producing company lost the gut- 
put of' 3,493 men for three Jayc 
through «nch a strike, 


Of course, button strikes arc outlaw 


strikes, but the production lost_on ac- 
count of these suspensions is just ai 
r«J oa if the strikes were authorized 


>y international union headquarters, 
iowevcr, button strikes are by no 
means the only outlaw strikes with 
which anthracite producers have to 
contend. 


Unions' Not All Peaceful 


There are instances, of factional 


rows within-the various local unions. 
One., faction ^vill get possession of the 
union charter and seal and then there 
will be a strike while the two factions 
fight it out. 


A dispute recently arose between 


two locals as to which was entitled 
to the dues collected at a certain opera- 
tion. Local A collected from several 
men who protested that they belonged 
to Local B and Local B immediately 
called a strike with the result that 
24X men stopped work for two days 
until the mntter was adjusted. 


It is the custom for miners to be 


assigncd^jto working positions in the 
mines in accordance with the position 
of their names on the seniority list 
A member of the grievance committee 
of one mine, ncaring the finirih_ oi 
work in the position he was occupying 
deliberately "robbed" two _pillars of 
cos! belonging to another miner's posi 
tion. 
As a consequence, tke mirier 


who was properly entitled to the coa 
in the pillars, finished work first and 
went on the seniority list ahead of th> 
"robber". 
The latter protested, re 


gardless of the fact that he had been 
laid for the "robbed" coal and, using 
lis authority as a member of the 
grievance committee, called a strike. 
Result, 1,500 men idle for eight days; 
17,200 tons of production lost. 


A district president was adjusting a 


dispute at one colliery and several 
men were listening to the conversa- 
tion. They were warned to be in the 
mine at starting time or they would 
be unable to go .to work. Whereupon, 
the district president, remarking that 
if that were the case, nobody would 
work, tied up the mine for that day 
by calling out all of the men. 


Unions Restrict Production 


The union places a limit on the 


quantity of coal a miner may produce 
in a day. If this arbitrary limit is ex- 
ceeded the miner is fined, usually $25, 
and if the fine is not paid a strike is 
called. 


Sometimes — very seldom — the of- 


fending miner sticks it out 
There is 


the hkrorlc'case of Sandro Duboski, 
•which is far enough from his real 
name to be pare. Sandra was'a gcod 
miner: He needed money, so he turned 
out 'more coal 'than the union rule 
permitted. He was warned, apologized 
and promised to be good. " He waa- 
for a while. 


Then there was a new baby at home 


and Sandro needed some extra money, 
so he hustled out "more cars". Action 
was swift. - Sandro was fined $25 
which he refused to pay, whereupon a 


strike was called. 'Sandro went to the 
superintendent and said that he and 
his helper-were willing to work re- 
gardless of the strike, so he was told 
to "hop to it". Twice a day, coming 
and going, those two men brayed the 
union 
pickets 
and 
possible bodily 


harm. They turned out an amazing 
quantity'of coal and in the two weeks" 
they 
worked, 
they 
earned 
nearly 


$1,400. ' 


In the meantime, the union made 


things as unpleasant as possible for 
Sandro and his helper. Their families 
were ostracised and Sandro reported 
that only the fact that he lived in a 
two-family house, with a union miner 
in good standing occupying the other 
floor, intervened between him and 
dynamiting. 


Told Union Where to Head In 
When they found he could not be 


coerced, ' the union made overtures. 
S;>ndro reported that the fine was 
gradually reduced until finally it got 
down to $1 which the union offered to 
pay .if Sandro would submit to au- 
thority. 
However, Sandro and hi; 


helper were getting tired. They hac 
earned a lot of money and they didn't 
care. So Stmdro told the union to "go 
by hal", collected his share of the $1,- 
400 and moved his family away from 
there. 


The enormous loss occasioned h 


these, outlaw strikes is made apparen 
-iiL_a report to the United States Coa 
Commission. During the period from 
September 11, 1922, when production 
of anthracite was resumed after th 
great strike, until the end of the »o 
called coal year on March 31, 1?23 
52,674 men engaged in outlaw strike 


f varying length, with a consequent 
oss of more than 540,000 tons of coal. 


All of these strikes were for the 


most trival causes, according to the 
official records, and in no case was 
here the slightest consideration of the 
fact that, even with full-time opera- 
ion, the country must be 40 per cent 
hort of its normal anthracite supply. 


As a matter of fact, there is no ex- 


ouse for a strike of any kind in the 
anthracite region. Twenty years ago, 
at the urgent request of the miners, 
the Roosevelt Anthracite Commission 
provided for. the creation of the An- 
thracite Board of Conciliation to ad- 
just disputes. 
In every subsequent 


wage agreement between the opera- 
tors and miners, this board has been 
retained. 
It is .composed of three 


operators and the presidents of the 
three district unions. 
In case of a 


disagreement, an umpire makes the 
decision. 
In addition, there is a 


grievance committee at each colliery 
to adjust purely local disputes. 


Furthermore, every wage agreemen 


since, the Roosevelt award has pro 
vided that there shall ,be no stoppage 
of work pending adjustment of dif 
ferences. 
r 


The machinery for such adjustmen 


is all set up and in working-order 
It has been working .satisfactorily tc 
both sides for twenty years. And yet, 
the country was deprived of more thn~ 
half a million tons of badly-needci. 
anthracite in a little over six months 
because the miners refused to avai 
themselves of the means which wa 
provided at their own insistence. 


Something is radically wrong -whe

jordon Merritf, counsel for the an- 
iracite operators and an authority on 
abor matters, says the trouble is due

Making, the first prepared address of 


his Western trip, the President 
said 


that to bring about the end he desired 
he "would .gladly wipe out factional 
difference," and proposed a reconstruc- 
tion', of the machinery of the interna- 
tional tribunal "to 
dispose 
conclu- 


sively of all other cited apprehensions 
of danger from the exercise of any in- 
fluence whatsoever, either open or fur- 
tive, by the League of Nations or by 
any other organization." 


"This could be done in one of two 


ways," he asserted, "first, tiy empower- 
ing the court Itself tolill any vacancy 
arising from the death of a member

not an act of discourtesy; it Is the 
only fair, square and honorable thing 
a frre'at, self-respecting nation can* do." 


The crux of the conditions suggested 


the President described as "the mak- 
ing of the world court precisely what 
its name implies".*' 


"Can it bo possible that, 
despite 


their protestations to the 
contrary,- 


this is not what some of our sister 
states at heart desire?" 
he asked. 


"Must there be a test of sincerity 
abroad as well as at home ? Then the 
more quickly it can- be made the bet- 
ter, the better for them and the better 
for us.

The President devoted virtually all 


of his address to the, World Court is- 
sue, but he also reviewed briefly what
